Profe'ssor McCall Leaves G. W.; 
Cites Money, Experimentation

• EMERSON ONCE STATED that each mind hat Its own method. Chester McCall, Jr, 
assistant professor of statistics, would agree that this is a needed attribute in his field. 

Professor McCall is no stranger to the University. He completed his undergradaate work 
and went on to receive his masters and doctorate degrees from G. W. While at the University 
he compiled a long list of honors in his undergraduate days. He was HATCHET editor. 

Activities Director of the Stu- ■ 1 

dent Council, ODK, Gate and 
Key, Phi Deltp Epsilon, Phi 
Beta Kappa, President of Sig- 
ma Chi and member of Sigma 
XI science honorary fraternity. At 
the same ttaie he was doing his 
graduate work he began teaching 
in the statistics department. Upon 
earning his doctorate he was in- 
stated as a full time member of 
the staff in the oldest statistics 
department - at a college in the 
U. S. 

Professor McCall stated that in 
his earlier studies he majored in 
math. Through his math work he 
became intensely interested in 
combining his study with science. 

He remarked that many student* 
do just this and switch their ma- 
jor to statistics. He stated that 
very few, if any students, at this 
university start out in their fresh- 
man year considering statistics as 
their major. A possible cause of 
this might be considered in light 
of Professor McCall's definition of 
statistics. He stated that it is a 
mathematical science study of ob- 
served facts and from the facts 
inferences are drawn. The chances 
are that because statistics in its 
definition is so limitless, that a 
student would prabably need some 
specific stimulus from a particu- 
lar science to cause him to go 
into th* field. 

There are other reasons why 
more students don't major in sta- 
tistics in their undergraduate ca- 
reers. The lack of any private or J 
federal _research and applied 
science grants for just the statis- 
tics department. The lack of com- 
puting machinery and in some in- 
stances up-to-date teaching facul- 
ties. The last big draw back being 
that all the major statistic courses 
are held at night and many of the 
full-time day students are lost be- 
cause of this fact. 

Professor McCall said that the 
statistics department needs more 
funds if it is to keep up with the 
remarkable advances that are 
being made. He stated that mate- 
rial he was teaching just seven 
years ago Is now passe. Up tin 
now the department has only 
worked in conjunction with other 
groups on research projects and is 
able to do little if any experiment- 
ing on its own. 

He remarked that the depart- 
ment has done research of numer- 
ous types, such as mine detection, 
environment effects on the mili- 
tary, the Army budget and relia- 
biUty of test. 

Professor McCall like many of 
his colleagues would like to write 
some reference books 'in the sta- 
tics field. He stated that the aver- 
age person who needs statistics 
doesn't use it, because he isn’t 
aware of its application. This is 
mainly due to the fact that the 
scientist’s haven't conveyed the 
various application of statistics. 

With such a need now and in 
the future for statistics, it will be 
logical to assume that a large field 
would await the college graduate. 

Professor McCall remarked that 
with a degree in statistic a grad- 
uate wo^ld easily find a job in in- 
dustry with a minmum wage of 
$5,700 a year, thus causing many 
competent college graduates to 
leave the campus ahd possible 
teaching positions to go out into 
the field. There are various other 
advantages -involved besides 
money, especially in the fact that

Reinhart’s optimism ap- 
pears well-founded. The colo- 
nial’s 15-mari squad consists 
of ten returning lettermen includ- 
ing last year's starters. Four of 
the starters are seniors and have 
played together for three years at 
G. W. 

The starting llne-Up presently 
consists of Gene Guarllia, Bucky 
McDonald, Bill Telasky, Howie 
Bash, and Sam Knisely. But Rein- 
hart emphasises that the Colonials 
have many potential starters and 
competition for starting positions 
is strong. Returning lettermen 
Ralph Kunze, Ron Deardon, and 
Babe Marshall will certainly see 
much action during the season. 

Last Year’s Record 

Last year the Colonial cagers 
won 12 and lost 11 with an 8-4 


star ptvotman Lloyd Sharrar, the 
Mountaineers, behind Jerry West, 
will be a powerful foe. 

Buff Scorers ' 

The Colonials will be counting 
heavily on the scoring abilities of 
Guarllia, McDonald, and Telasky 
who were among the top scorers 
in the conference last year. Mc- 
Donald led the Colonials In scor- 
ing with 399 points for an average 
of 17.8 per game. He completed 
52.5% of his' field goal attempts. 

Guarilia was fourth in the 
Southern Conference in rebounds 
with 266. In the scoring depart- 
ment Guarilia averaged 1518 
points with a total 363. He led the 
team In free throws by complet- 
ing 77.7% for 107 points. 

Telasky was third highest scor- 
er for Ihe Buff. He completed 143 
field goals and 72 free throws for 
358 points and an average of 15.6 
per game. 

G. W. fans will get their first 
opportunity to see the Buff in ac- 
tion on December 11 when the 
Colonials take on Richmond at 
Uline Arena.

Dilweg Passes Moonliters 
To Mural Football Title 


• IN SUB-FREEZING weather at the Ellipse Sunday, the Moonlighters trounced the MedL 
School 24-0 to take the all-University Football Championship. Led by the passing of B6b 
Dilweg and the hard charging forward wall of Joe Poluck, Ed Dacey and Bob Dilweg th# 
Moonlighters scored once in the second quarter, once in third quarter, and twiee in the final 
period. 

The Doctors seemed unable 
to stop Dilweg’s short passes, 
and the extreme cold seemed 
to bother the Med. School’s 

hurlers' Vince Hollis and Earl Ol- 
son. The fact that Poluck and Dil- 
weg were continually breaking 
''through the dine also bothered 
Hollis and OlBon. 

The Moonlighters marched 60 
yards in eight plays in the second 
quarter to pick up their first tally. 

Taking over on his own 20. Dilweg 
bulleted a 10-yard aerial to pick 
up a first down and start the at- 
tack rolling. After hurling an in- 
complete pass on second dow n Dil- 
wig spotted Bickerton on the left 
sidelines and lofted a 20-yard 
beauty for another first. The 
Moonlighter’s picked up another 
first on the Doctor’s 20 as Dilweg 
hit Charley Sampson with a 10- 
yard bullet. * 

Goal Line Stand 

The Med School, backed against 
its own goal line made a deter- 
mined stand that nearly contained 
the Moonlighters. The Doctors 
knocked down three of Dilweg’s 
passes and nearly left their oppo- 
nents stranded on the 20. 

However the Moonlighters 
would not be denied. Calling time 
out to decide strategy for the all- 
important fourth down Dilweg de- 
cided to gamble on a run, Fading 
back as if to pass the versatile 
quarterback then scampered 
around his own right end and not 
only made the first down, but 
sprinted all the way to pay dirt. 

The pass for the extra point failed. 

Moonlighters Kick 

With tw'o minutes remaining in 
the half the Moonlighters kicked- 
off* Aided by a five-yard penalty 
the Doctors picked up a first on 
a pass by Olson. On Olson’s next 
pass attempt Moonlighter Jim 
Lauderdale intercepted on his own 
25 and, side-stepped his way to 
Med School’s 28 in an amazing 
display of running skill. The half 
ended with an unsuccessful field 
goal attempt by the Moonlighters. 

The Med School received the 
kickoff to open the second half, 
and Olson returned to th£ mid- 
field line behind a host of block- 
ers. The Doctprs again tried the 
airways, and were again thwarted. 

Dacey knocked down Hollis' pass; 

Olson saw his bullet drop harm- 
lessly over center, and a third In- 
completed pass left the Doctors in 
• punting situation. 

After a 12-yard runbark Dilweg 
bit Sampson with a 9.5-yard aerial 
over center. After two incomplete 
tosses the Moonlighter quarter- 


back once more gambled on fourth 
down. Instead of punting Dilweg 
nailed Dimitri Koutros with a 
short shot over center for the first 
down. Another pass brought the 
Moonlighters to the Med School 
15-yard line and set up the second 
TD. 

Dacey Scores 

Ed Dacey .scored the second 
tally for the Moonlighters as he 
tiptoed across the goal and stood 
all alone awaiting Dilweg's aerial. 
This tally climaxed the 68-yard 
drive which took a total of six 
downs. 

The Moonlighters were also 
great defensively, and their third 
touchdown was set up by the de- 
fensive unit. 

Early in the fourth quarter the 
Med School took over on downs on 
their own 30-yard line. Hollis ran 
the ball and picked up eight yards, 
but on the next play Poluck broke 
through and tagged Hollis for a 
nine-yard loss. On third dowrt the 
Doctors kept Poluck out, but DH- 
weg crashed through to throw the 
Med School for a ten-yard loss. 
By this time the Doctors were so 
shook up that on fourth down the 
center didn’t quite get the ball 
back to the punter, and the 
Moonlighters vtook over on the 
Med School 14\^ 

Another TD 

Dilweg once again took to the 
airways. Bickerton Just missed a 
great over-the-shoulder TD pass, 
and the second pass was also in- 
complete. On the third down Da- 
cey picked off a five-yard aerial 


to put the ball on the Med School 
nine. Then In one of the after- 
noon’s greatest catches Bickerton 
snatched a pass from the arms of 
a defender and scored the thlsd 
Moonlighter TD. 

This championship game was 
one of the best in recent year* 
and the spirit of both teams was 
great. It had to be in order far 
the teams to play in the 21 de- 
gree weather that gripped the city 
last Sunday afternoon. On sev- 
eral occasions it seemed as though 
the football might freeze and shat- 
ter on the kickoff, but fortunately 
this catastrophe didn’t occur. 

Use Short Passes 

One of the deriding factors In 
the game was the type offense 
used. The Moonlighters made ef- 
fective use of the quick short pass 
for 5 or 10 yards, while the Med 
School depended on long passes 
which are much more difficult to 
catch in cold weather. 

Another important point was 
the defense of each team. TTie 
Moonlighters used a 3-2-2 defense 
which is basically a pass defense, 
while the Doctors depended most- 
ly on a 4-1-2 defense which wasn’t 
top effectiveness against ths 
Moonlighters passes. 

The Moonlighter's owe much of 
their successful pass defense to 
the hard charging of their line. 
On many plays Dacey, Poluck, and 
Dilweg were in to throw the Med 
School passers for long losses, and 
Doctors’ Hollis and Olson never 
had enough time to spot open re- 
ceiver!.
